Penbrook, Ontario, Canada, 
Monday Morning 
The past three days in traveling 
through the northern part of Can­ 
ada, I have discovered that there is 
a way to live without the WPA. 
There are thousands up here in this 
country who not only* do not require 
any S55 a month with which to sat­ 
isfy their wants, but manage to ex­ 
ist on about $35 or less. However 
such fellows as Baldwin 
of the 
Webber Paint Co. would starve to 
death. There are 
thousands 
of 
homes up here which have never 
been painted and about twice as 
many which are only log cabins. 
There are other things up here 
besides WPA workers that they do 
not need—traffic cops. 
Have not 
seen one in 500 miles. The roads 
are so much like washboards that 
the car that is not shaken to pieces 
can not go over 35 miles an hour. 
I can see O. -G. Barrett 
taking 
some of the hairpin 
turns and 
grades here at his usual 70 miles 
an hour. 
They would be picking 
up the pieces 500 feet down and the 
rapids would be carrying his car 
down stream. 
However, the scenery up here is 
the greatest thing that a man 
who has never been away from 
home for 25 years, could imagine. 
Just think 150 miles with nothing 
but one grand view after another. 
The only thing that has reminded 
one of home was one city “Sudbur- 
ry” with one liquor store for 65,000 
inhabitants, about 500 beer parlors 
and about half of the fellows on 
the street the worse for wear—but 
listen to this. 
It was pay day at 
the mines and at 11:45 everything 
was closed; no Sunday opening, not 
even after church. 
The quints are worth a trip to 
see and the Canadian government 
is not trying to capitalize 
upon 
them to the extent of charging fees 
for the privilege of viewing them. 
About 2,000 people viewed them for 
half an hour yesterday afternoon. 
Of course once was enough for the 
editor, but the editor’s wife made 
a second trip and incidently got a 
big kick out of seeing Marie and 
Annette cry a bit. The Canadians 
were busy buying souvenirs of the 
quints that had earm arks of hav­ 
ing bean manufactured in the good 
old United States. The Dionne fam ­ 
ily is capitalizing on the influx of 
visitors in a big way. Pa Dionne 
has a store of souvenirs; Ma Dionne 
has one and the midwives (two of 
them) have a third. All of them 
will autograph for a fee. 
Have only seen one passenger 
train since entering Canada at Soc 
St. Marie. The government is a t­ 
tem pting to rebuild the big high­ 
way, but as there can be few de­ 
tours in this country, they adopt 
the easier method of cutting down 
trees and building the new road 
alongside of old or making short 
cuts through the timber. Today a ft­ 
er entering Canada Saturday morn­ 
ing, was the first time that the road 
was straight enough and smooth 
enough for the V-8 to do 45. But it 
is all worth it and the fellows back 
home who said that the editor was 
going a long way in order to turn 
around and to start 
back home, 
have no idea of the big kick that 
an editor can get out of boiling 
water for a 
meal and washing 
dishes in the same kettle and using 
the cover for both the frying pan 
and the rinsing pan, to say nothing 
of eating breakfast food in the 
same cup that you use 
for your 
coffee and if you happen 
to be in 
the deep woods when you do all 
this, you wipe
